who know.’ 
Received No Threats. 

Mr. Smith, who is an engineer in 
the state highway department, has 
been unable to account for the strange 
visit of the masked men to his home, 
or for the mysterious telephone calls 
his wife has received. He states that 
he has received no threats or warn- 
ings of any kind, as the masked men 
told Mrs. Smith they had sent him. 

Mr. and Mrs. Smith occupy a front 
apartment on the first floor of the 
Apsylla apartment buildiag. The 
front, which is probably less than six 
feet above the street level, is en- 
cased in glass, so that it would be 
an easy matter for any one passing 
to see into the living room. The 
bright electric light, which illuminates 
the entrance downstairs, is almost 
opposite the door of their apartment. 

The masks they wore, Mrs. Smith 
stated, did not cover the entire face 
—simply the eyes and a portion of 
the features about the nose. They 
resembled the narrow masks used by 
Halloween merry-makers. 

The back of their heads were turn-

nounce the movement a failure. 

An instance illustrating the point 
was given. On a certain street in At- 
lanta a worker in the campaign had 
for his prospects two business men of 
the street. One was a Greek fruit 
dealer. whose entire place of business 
was not much larger than some of the 
desks which occupy space in the di- 
rectors’ room of the other concern, 
which was a million-dollar business, 
with a turnover each year that would 
have staggered the imagination of the 
Greek prospect. 

The result? 

“Yes, I’m good Atlanta business 
man,” said the Greek. “I take one.” 
Here Is the Contrast. 

He signed the card, taking a $25 
membership, explaining that he could 
appreciate what the movement was 
going to mean to Atlanta. 

“I bave one membership,” said the 
head of the million-dollar concern, 
“and positively will not take another.” 

That illustrates the conditions met 

with Thursday which caused gloom to 
scttle over leaders and workers alike 
Thursday night. But the campaign 
leaders declared they were not quit- 
ting, that their determination was 
growing stronger, and an optimistic 
note crept into the atmosphere as it 
was declared by one worker that there 
was yet time to make the campaign a 
suceess—provided that big business 
would take memberships on the fair 
basis figured out through the plural 
membership system.

Protest Ordinance. 


The inspector matter came to the 
surface during a hearing by the com- 
mittee from a number of coal dealers, 
who appeared to protest the passage 
of an ordinance which would permit 
two or more individuals to buy coal in 
ear load lots and divide it without 
having to reweigh it on the city scales. 
as the law now requires. 

It was explained that a recent case 
was tried in recorder’s court of six 
men who bought a car jointly and sim- 
ply divided it by the “wagon load.” 
They had purchased it for their owr 
domestic use, but the recorder held 
they had violated the municipal stat- 
ute by not having divided it by weight 
as registered by the city scales, and 
fined them. 

The coal dealers, among whom was 
J. B. Campbell, present of the Camp- 
bell Coal company; M. E. Patterson, 
general manager of the Atlantic Ice 
and Coal corporation, and others, 
contended that passage of the ordi- 
nance would let down the bars to out- 
side dealers and unscrupulous agents 
of irresponsible concerns to solicit or- 
ders for coal in large lots. ‘They as- 
serted that the competition would be 
unfair to the local dealers and that the 
purchasers would subject themselves 
to the likelihood of receiving inferior 
coal and short weights as well.

Change Registry 
Of TwoSteamers 
After Liquor Ban 


United American Line Ships 
Leave American Flag 
for Panaman. 


Washington, November 9.—The 
shipping board today granted permis- 
sion to the United American Line, 
(the Harriman line) to transfer the 
registry of the steamships Reliance 
and Resolute from the American flag 
to the Panama flag. 

While the basis of the request was 
not made public, it was said unoffi- 
cially at the shipping board that the 
reason assigned was the recent Daugh- 
erty ruling against sale of liquor on 
vessels flying the Stars and Stripes. 

The Resolute, 17,299 gross tons, 
is scheduled to begin a world tour 
November 15, and when the Dangh- 
erty ruling was made there were al- 
rost immediately 52 cancellations 
from persons who said they did not 
want to take such a tour on a dry 
ship. The Reliance, 16,798 gross 
tons, will sail February 3 for a six 
weeks’ cruise to Brazil, touching West 
Indian and South American ports. 

The two vessels were purchased by 
the Harriman interests about a year 
ago from Dutch owners and under 
tne terms of the agreement the United 
American Line reserved the right to 
transfer to other than American reg- 
istry within three years if American 
registry was found to be unsatisfac- 
tory.

Chicago, November 9.—The sol- 
diers’ bonus: bill, with an additional 
provision to pay the bonus by a tax 
on light wines and beer, will be re: 
introduced in congress by Congress- 
man Fred A. Britten, of Illinois, be 
announced here today. 

The congressman declared that fhe 
addition for a beer and wine tax 
would be drafted so as to supersede 
the Volstead ‘enforcement act defi- 
nition of intoxicating liquor. ~ 

“My addition to the bonus bil! will 
provide a tax of $10 a barrel on beer, 
$2 a gallon on demestic wines. $4 u 
gallon on imported still wines and 35 
a gallon on imported champagnes. 

“The beer so provided will be lim- 
ited to an alcoholic content of 4 per 
cent and the wines to 14 per cent, 
both by volume. 

“This tax, I am certain, will pay 
the bonus and all expenses incident 
to its payment. And, in the course 
of a few years the tax can be low- 
ered as the bonus liability is re- 
duced.” 

Representative Britten said his bill 
would be iutroduced at the special 
session of congress if President Har- 
ding issues a call for one.

“Within ‘the last. six ‘months the 
freight business handled by the rail- 
ways has incheased 30 per cent, and 
the net return earned by the carriers 
as a whole this year has been some- 
what larger than ‘last year, having 
averaged 4 per cent upon their valu- 
ation... Owing to this,. to the rela- 
tively large advance Which has oc 
/curred in the market prices of rail- 
way securities and to the prospective 
demands of a still heavier traffic,.the 
railways thus far this year have colar 
ed more cars and -locomotives and 
begun ‘more improvements of other 
kinds to enable them to handle more 
business than they have for several 
years. To the middle of October 
orders for locomotives this year had 
totaled 1,792, for freight cars, 122,- 
953 and for passenger ears, 1,467. 

Earnings Must Justify. 

“Clearly it is essential to the wel- 
fare of the country that the railways 
should as rapidly as practicable put 
their existing facilities in good condi- 
tion, and that they should for seme 
years rapidly improve and exjind 
their properties. What is nevessnry 
to insure that - this will be done” 
Those charged with the responsibiliiy 
ot managing railways can make buf 
one answer. 

“The one thing, and the only thing, 
which ever will enable and cause tin 
railways to carry out a sufficient pro: 
gram of expansion will be to let them 
earn sufficient net return to raise the 
new capital required for that pur- 
pose. 

“The interstate commerce commis- 
sion having, after two years more of 
investigation, again held reasonable 
the valuation nlaced by it upon the 
railways in 1920, has held it wonld be 
fair and in -the public interest for 
them to earn in future an average an- 
nual net return of 53-4 per cent on 
this valuation. In view of past ex- 
perience in the railroad busirmess and 
of present economic conditions it is 
impossible to comprehend how anv 
reaosning mind could conclude that 
the earning by the railways of anv 
smaller average return than 53-4 per 
cent over a period of years would en- 
able them to raise large amounts of 
new capital which, in the interest of 
the entire producing, commercial and 
consuming public, they should raise 
and invest. 

“It is a fact which we must not 
minimize or disregard that a strong 
and widespread propaganda is being 
earried on to secure legislation to re- 
duce the net return of the railways 
to a much lower ba&is than that which 
the commission has held reasonable. 
It has been proposed in bills intro- 
duced in congress to restore to the 
states the same authority to regulate 
rates that they had before the trans- 
portation act was passed. This 
would remand the railways again to 
the rule of forty-nine masters. It 
would result in the states again mak- 
ing state rates lower than the corre- 
sponding interstate rates. It would 
destroy the abilitv of the interstate 
commerce commission to so regulate 
rates as to enable’ the railways to 
earn adequate net returns. 

Attacked By Labor. 

“In addition, the valuation made by

were grossly over-capitalized. Basing 
its estimates mainly upon the wages

greater than the amount.-of their se- 
curities actually outstanding in tue 
hands of the public. The commission 
is composed of eleven men who have 
been appointed by three different 
presidents from nine different states. 
Only one of them ever was a railway 
officer, and five ef them have been 
members of state commissions. Noth- 
ing could be more unreasonable than 
to assume that such men would be 
disposed unduly to favor the railways, 
or that: after their years of study 
of the problem they would be less abie 
to make an intelligent valuation than 
politicians and labor leaders who have 
no responsibility for the results of 
railway regulation and who seek tv 
promote their own selfish interests ty 
carrying on propaganda against the 
railways, 

“Nevertheless, it would be unwise 
to ignore the fact ‘that many people, 
especially railway employees, and 
farmers in the middle west, who are 
suffering from adverse conditions, ate 
believing and being influenced by this 
propaganda. Its avowed purpose is 
to bring about changes in federal 
regulation by which the valuation 
would be sealed down billions of dol- 
lars and the net return of the rail- 
wavs correspondingly restricted. The 
attack is directed chiefly against the 
rate-making provisions of the Esch- 
Cummins act. The most important of 
these provisions now in effect is that 
which directs the interstate commerce 
commission in fixing rates to con- 
sider the need of the country for ade- 
quate transportation. ‘Therefore, the 
principal thing congress would do by 
repealing the rate-making provisions 
would be to say in effect to the com- 
mission that it should not in future 
consider the need of the country for 
adequate transportation. 


Would Be Deadly Blow. 


“Plainly those who advocate this 
policy ignore the fact that the great- 
est present menace to the prosperity 
of the country is that it has not ade- 
quate means of transportation. No 
more deadly blow to railroad credit, 
to the ability of the railroads to ex- 
pand their properties, to the nation’s 
good faith and prosperity, could be 
struck than by legislation such as 
they propose. It would tend to’ stop 
such increases of the capacity of the 
railways as are now being made, and 
to eause a chronic shortage of trans- 
portation which would seriously hin- 
der all increase of production and 
commerce as long as it Jasted. Only 
men who ignore the present transpor- 
tation situation, who are mad he 
| prejudice against the railways or wh 
are bent upon the destruction of pri- 
vate ownership could advocate suéh a 
poliey. It is probably _ significant 
that almost every leading advocate of 
an 
advocate of government 
ownership of railways and other se 
cidlistic policies, 

“The principal lesson taught by 
the outlaw switchmen’'s strike two 
years ago and the recent shopmen’s 
strike seem-plain enough. . Both, after 
doing much harm, proved failures. 
They plainly indicate that, hav- 
ing established an impartial tri- 
bunal to pass on labor controversies, 
the public will always be so strongly 
against railway employees who strike 
that most srikeg will in future be fore- 
doomed to failure from the start. The 
public and the railroads long since 
decided it would be best for all con- 
cerned for differences between the 
railways.and their employees which 
could not be settled by direct negotia- 
tions to be settled by arbitrations. 
There are indications, however, that 
railway labor leaders who are not in- 
fected with radical hostility to the en- 
tire present industrial and social sys- 
tem, but who are simply striving to 
promote the best interests of members 
of their unions under the present in- 
dustrial system, are losing confidence 
in strikes, and especially in. strikes on 
a huge scale, as means for promoting 
the welfare of labor. 

The only nationwide railway strike 
in. history having proved a failure, 
there has been a great increase of 
sentiment among employes themselves 
in favor of the policy the railways 
have stood for, and there is good 
reason to believe that the danger of 
extensive strikes has been greatly re- 
duced. 

The principle of arbitration of “rail. 
way labor controversies that cannot 
be settled by direct negotiations is 
absolutely sound and should and must 
be maintained. The public should and 
in the long run will refuse to tolerate 
such private wars and interferences 
with service in an industry whose eft 
ficient and uninterrupted operation is 
essential.to its welfare. 

With respect to the valuation Jaw

The combination of the bootleg and 
and white-ribbon vote had more to 
do with the defeat of the wet plank 
than all the influence which was 
brought to bear hy the Anti-Saloon 
league,” in the opinion of Langan. 

Those who have been observing the 
balloting on the liquor issue in Ohio 
in recent years were not surprised by 
the vote. Ohio was always talked 
as wet as the Bahamas and voted as 
dry as Sahara when the showdown 
came, these observers pointed out. 

The defeat was also attributed to 
the fact that even though licht wines 
and beers had been favored. it wou!d 
not have meant anything as far as 
quenching the thirsts of the populace. 
The proposal, which would have writ- 
ten into the state constitution a plank 
allowing 23-4 per cent drinks. would 


have been automatically nullified br 
the Volstead act.

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Fine Report Is Made by 
Tax Collector Richard- 
son in First Settlement 
Since He Entered Office. 


Gains of more than $120,000 im 
taxes collected in Fulton county in 
1921 over the previous year 1920 are 
shown in the annual settlement report 
filed Thursday with General William 
Wright, state comptroller, by ‘Tax 
Collector W. 8S. Richardson. Mr. 
Richardson not only showed this gain 
over the total for the preceding year 
but also turned in $48,324 more than 
the state comptroller had charged 
him with in the tax digest for 1921. 


“The showing made by Mr. Rich- 
ardson is excellent and is one of the 
bast ever received at the comptroller's 
office,’ W. B. Harrison,: chief clerk, 
stated Friday. 

According to the report Mr. Rich- 
ardson collected $1,029,910.51 in 1921. 
The amount charged against him on 
the digest was $981,585.67. The 
total amount collected in 1920 was 
$900,532.60. The taxes in 1920 were 
collected by Lucien Harris, Mr. Rich- 
ardson’s predecessor. The settlement 
for 1921 is the first made by Mr. 
Richardson since he went into office. 

Mr. Richardson collected $38,947.- 
0G in general taxes not on the tax di- 
gest. He collected $890 in profes- 
sional taxes not on digest and 83,841 
in poll taxes not on digest. He alsv 
collected $4,269.68 in interest. 

Because of the unusual volume of 
business bandied by the fax collectors 
in Fulton and other large counties 
they are given more time in which to 
make annual settlement than are the 
tax collectors in the smaller coun- 
ties. Under this plan Mr. Richard- 
son was unusually early in making 
his settlement considering the fact 
that he collected upwards of $120.- 
0OO more taxes in 1921 than was col- 
lected the previous year.

OLD RULES POOR. 

When American football rules were 
first set down in # svecifie code the 
touehdown counted four points and the 
goal thereafter tif kieked) added sn- 
other two pvints to the score. Drop 
kiéke counted five points, or just a 
little more than twice as much as 
they -do at the present time, compar- 
atively speaking. But to return to the 
goal ‘after the totichdowns. It was 
a place kick-and the ball had to be 
placed on the ground at least 25 yards 
hack from fhe goal line and at a 
point corresponding exactly. to the 
place where the runner was downed 
behind the line of scrimmage. This 
rule was unchanged for a number of 
years, but frankly the howls of dissat- 
isfaction became so great that a 
change lad to be made. 

The rules committee then decided 
to shorten the distance to fifteen yards 
count the successfu] effort only one 
point and increase the value of the 
touchdown to six. At the same time 
the drop kick was made to count only 
three goints. However, save in the 
changing of the drop kick valuation 
the principle of the goal kicking fte- 
mained the same, 

Contemporary with this play there 
developed the punt-ont. (Most follow- 
ers of the game are familiar with this 
featyre but for those who have only 

ceontiy taken an interest I will ex- 
plain this feature.) After the team 
scored a touchdown, if the ball had 
been carried over at a far corner of 
the field, the scoring team had tne 
choice of bringing the ball out to the 
fifteen yard line and trying the place- 
ment kick or of trying the punt-out, 
which consisted of one player standing 
on or behind the goal line, kicking 
the ball out to the rest of his team- 
mates who were placed by their eap- 
tain behind the fifteen-yard line and 
So arranged that any man catching 
the ball would be placed in an easy 
position to attempt a place kick. The 
play called for a fair catch. If this 
was made the placement kick was a}- 
lowed to be tried, otherwise the ball 
was considered dead and the teams 
lined up for the kickoff.

Methodist visitors who have inspect- 
ed the Wesley Memorial hospital, on 
Emory university campus, are singing 
the. praises of that great Methodist 
institution, The new hospital, which 
will be opened December 1, will prove 
the finest in the sovth. Since the 
founding of the hospital 17 years ago 
it has treated 20,302 patients; has 
given away 'in charity work $177,617 
and has received from Christmas of- 
ferings to defray the exnenses of all 
such work the sum of $90,094, Dur- 
ing the past year it has treated entire- 
ly free of all charges, 140 patients, and 
received Christmas offerings last 
Christmas to the sum of $10,413 to 
pay for these treatments. The hos 
pital has treated this year, up to Sep- 
tember 30, which is now the end of the 
fiscal year, 1,506 patients, represent- 
ing states as far north as New York, 
as far south as ‘Florida, and as far 
west as Texas. More than six na- 
tionalities were represented. Denomi- 
nations represented are Methodiers, 
067; Bapfists, 402: Presbyterians, 
128, while the remainder of the 1,506 
were of other denominations, or or no

COTTON LETTER. 

New York, November ¥.—Today’s cotton 
market was one of the strongest, and yet 
at times the must nervous witnessed during 
the entire advance of 644c. Ip the main 
tuere was trade buying against trade sell- 
ing and for a while the selling overbalanced 
the buying. On the reaction which oceurred 
early, speculation came in under advice to 
buy on reactions, which has been the 
policy for quite seme time and this wave of 
orders could not be executed without causing 
the fillip whiclti ocourred. During the 
afternoon realizing sales were more or 
less general but were just about in.suffi- 
«ent proportion to satisfy the continuous 
stream of buying. Small southern markets 
report cotton selling at and above the price 
oi December and this gives the appearance 
of prices here being too low to the extent 
of transportation and delivery charges. It 
should be remembered, however, in just 
such conspicuous advances as are under 
way, developments of this kind are natural 
and when reactions set in history has 
proven the rule that interior speculators 
are caught high and dry with high-priced 
cotton, which they cannot get out of except 
at a sacrifice or until a good long breathing 
spell is had, awaiting demand for the entire 
holdings to catch up with buyers’ antici- 
pation of it. Market conditions, however, 
today are record-making in several respects 
but perticniarly insofar as supplies point 
clearly to being insnfficient for anticipated 
consumption, except by eating extraordi- 
narily into surpluses and it is recognized 
that this cannot be done without paying 
sellers’ prices for cotton.
